It is interesting to us at this
day to look back upon first e
vents that occurred in the orga-
nigation of our government, and
to note the peculiar ideas enter-
tained by our founders aund the
odd inaidents that developed in
our building. Today our sess-
jons of Congress are opened by
prayer. When the first Congress
met in Philadelphia in 1774,
Thomas Cushing made a motion
that before the first session a di-
vine blessing should be asked
upon their work. In those days
there was more bigotry than at
present and this propogition was
opposed by John Jay of New
York and Mr. Rutledge of South
Carolina.

The reason these men assigned
for their objection was that the
body was constituted of Episco—
palians, Quakers, Anabaptists,
Presbyteriansand Congregation-
alists, and that it would not be
poasible for them to all join in
the same act of worship.

Thereupon Mr. S8amuel Adams
arose and said that he was no
bigot, and could hear a prayer
from any good man of piety and
virtue who was at the same time
a friend to his country. He said

" he was & stranger in Philadel-

phia, but that he had heard that
the Rev. Jacob Duche deserved
that character, and therefore he
moved that the reverend gentle-
man, an Episcopal clergyman be
requested to read a prayer before
Congress.

This motion wasseconded,and
John Randolph, the president of
Congress, waited upon Mr. Duche
and secured his consent to per-
form the service. Accoringly he
appeared In his pontificials and
read several prayers in the es-
tablished form, and then read the
thirty-fifth psalm.

After this Mr; Duche, unexpec-
tedly to everybody, began anex-
temporary prayer; which is said
to have filled the bosom of every
one present. “I must confess,”
John Adams wrote, “I never
heard a better prayer pronou nced
Episcopalian as he is, Dr. Cooper
himself never prayed with such
fervor, such ardor, such correct-
ness and pathos, and in language
80 elegantand spblime, for Amer-

ica, forCongress, for the provinee

of the Massachusetts Bay, espec-
ially the town of Boston. 1thas
had an excellent effect upon ev-
erybody here.”

The scehe during the religious
part of the opening of our first
Congress is said to have been
most striking. Washington was
kneeling, as was Patrick Henry,
and John Randolph, and Rut-
ledge, and Lee and John Jay.
And by their side there stood,
bowed in reverence, the Puritan
Patriots of New England, whoat
that moment had reason to be-
lieve that an armed soldiery was
waisting, their humble house--
holds.

At the time it was believed that
Boston had been bombarded and
destroyed. “It was enough,”
wrote Mr. Adams, “to melt a
heart of stone, Isaw the tears
gush into the eyes of old grave,
pacific Quakers of Philadelphia.”
This prayer made such a pro-
found impression that Messrs.
Cushing and Ward were deputed
to convey the thanks of the Con-
gress to Mr. Duche, “for the ex.
cellent prayerhe composed and
delivered on the occasion.”

be almost that ofcause and ef-
fect,” says a recent bulletin of the
State Board of Health.. “Only
artlficial feeding is as much a
causes of baby sirkness as flies
and filth.” As authority for this
significant stateinent asconeerns
the baby’s health and the pres-
ence of flies and filth in the home,
the Board gives here an account
of a recent investigation conduc:
ted by the health department in
New York City for the purpose of
determining just these relations.

“It was desired to determine
whether the House fly is the chief
carrier of diarrhoea or whether
dirt in the home and artiffcial
feeding are more deadly factors
in this serious condition. The ca-
ges investigated were divided
carelully into a fly-protected
group and a fly-exposed group.
These groups were made as simi-
lar as it wae possible to ma ke
them. The infants were visited
every five daye by nurses. The
fly-exposed cases received all the
instraction given in child hygiene
work, but no special emphasis
was laid oneliminating the house
fly. In the protected group the
greatest emphasis was laid on
the absolute protection of the
baby as far as possible from con-
tact with flies, For the infant n
the cradle, in the go-cart, on the
bed and even in thearms the con-
stant use of netling were distrib-
uted among the protected fami-
lies.

“As a result it was found that
almost twice (1.9) as many in-
fants were ottacked by diarrhea
among fly-exposed as among the
fly-protected infants, Apart from
